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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in the State 
of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly:— That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, Augustus 
Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver 
Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. 
H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made 
and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, 
whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other offi- 
cers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make By-Laws respect- 
ing the number, qualification, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe 
the mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and manner of 
holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the government 
and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of 
said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or the United States 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting 
House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on the second Wed- 
nesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended or ap- 
pealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter called and known 
by the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed ]une 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the name of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General Assembly of this 
state. May session, 1824, may hereafter h.ave, purchase, receive, hold, and convey 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty- 
five thousand dollars. 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following: "Said Convention may accept and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or 
way as may be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit 
of said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTI.CUT BAPTIST CON- 
VENTION. 

ARTICLE 11. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel 
and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches and church schools in the 
State of Connecticut; and to act as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of 
Connecticut in advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particu- 
larly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic interests of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist Churches 
of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associated Baptist Churches, 
each such church which has contributed to the funds of the Convention during the 
year last preceding the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each fraction of a 
hundred resident members and for each church school connected with it; provided, 
however, that no church shall be permitted to send more than five delegates besides 
its pastor. 

Sec. 2. All members of the general denominational boards and officers of the 
Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; officers of this Convention and 
members of its Board of Managers; officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut; and officers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society shall be 
ex-officio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled to all the privi- 
leges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a 
fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secretary, who shall be the General Secretary 
of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording Secretary shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall serve from the close of the 
annual meeting at which they are elected until the close of the next annual meet- 
ing, or until their successors have been elected. The Treasurer and Secretary shall be 
elected by the Board of Managers. 
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Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of President, the 
First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the office of First Vice-President 
also is vacant, the Second Vice-President shall perform the duties of President. 
Should vacancies occur in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers 
shall elect a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal 
of an officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common practice pertain 
to their respective offices. 

ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the President, 
the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President of the Convention and forty- 
five (45) elective members chosen by ballot at the annual meeting of the Conven- 
tion for the term of three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its 
elective members shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be ex-, 
officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board of Mana- 
gers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year to serve under the for- 
mer Constitution and for a term of two years those trustees who have two years to 
serve under the former Constitution; and in addition to these the Convention at the 
annual meeting at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 
for a term of three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, fifteen mem- 
bers, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies occurring from other 
causes than the expiration of terms, shall be elected at each annual meeting for the 
term of three years. 

Sec. 3. Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided as nearly 
equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. The president, the state 
home director and the state foreign secretary of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut shall be ex-officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privileges and 

authority of the Convention when it is not in session. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by by-laws 

adopted by the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of all the 
delegates present at any annual meeting, after one year’s previous notice. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Convention shall begin on the third 
Thursday in October, at 7:30 P. M. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Convention may be called by the President at 
the direction of the Board of Managers 

Sec. 3. 'Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any number shall 
have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Sec. 4. The sessions of the annual meeting shall be under the control of the 
Program Committee, which shall have the power to make all arrangements for speak- 
ers for the Convention, except the preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion 
the time to the speakers as the different departments of the work may require, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Convention at the first session. 

Sec. 5. No objects except those provided for by the Constitution and By-Laws 
shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the unanimous consent of the 
Convention. 

Sec. 6. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention shall be regulated 
by the ordinary rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Sec. 7. The fiscal year of the Convention shall begin the first day of May. 

ARTICLE II. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following^ committees shall be appointed each year, to report 
at the meeting then in progress: 

A. A committee on the place of the next meeting and the preacher of the 
next annual sermon, consisting of three members. 

Section 2. The following standing committees shall be appointed each year to 
report at the next annual meeting: 

A. A committee on the nomination of Convention officers and members of the 
Board of Managers, consisting of one member from each association, nominated by 
the delegates of the respective associations in attendance at the Convention. 

B. A committee on the program of the next meeting, consisting of five or more 
members, including the president of the Convention, the president of the Woman’s 
Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the general secretary and the pastor of the 
entertaining church. 

C. A committee on enrollment of the next meeting consisting of three members. 

D. An obituary committee, consisting of three members. 

E. A committee on resolutions. 

Section 3. Such other committees as may be found necessary may be appointed. 

Section 4. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appointed by the 
President. 
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ARTICLE III. PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council, consisting of nine (9) 
members appointed for three (3) years, and so constituted that the terms of three 
of its members shall expire yearly. Three (3) members of the Council shall be 
laymen, and the Secretary of the Convention shall be a member ex-officio. 

Section 2. The adoption of this Article shall appoint the present members of 
the Committee on Ministerial Standing as members of the Permanent Council in 
the order of their terms of service. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the State Permanent Council to act in ad- 
visory capacity to churches, pastors and Association Permanent Councils. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT COUNCIL 
OF CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

The President each year shall appoint the number of delegates required to 
represent the Convention on the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious 
Education and these delegates shall constitute the Convention Committee on the 
Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education. 


BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the year, 
as follows; One within a month after the adjournment of the annual meeting of 
the Convention; one on a date in April, determined by itself; and one on the day 
preceding the next annual meeting of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, and shall 
be called by him upon the request in writing of five members of the Board. 

Sec. 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the Board, un- 
less excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered as creating a vacancy. 

Removal of any member from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. The 
Board shall have power to fill vacancies occurring in its membership during the in- 
terim between annual meetings of the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In his ab- 
sence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of the President and 
the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of 
the three, the Recording Secretary shall call the meeting to order and the Board 

shall proceed to choose a President pro temi. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 

a quorum. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of all its pro- 
ceedings. 

Sec. 6. The traveling expenses of the members to all meetings of the Board, 
excepting those held at the time of the annual meeting of the Convention, shall be 
paid by the Convention. 
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ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the Conven- 
tion when it is not in session and have supervision through the General Secretary of 
all the work of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. The Board, in co-operation with the Council of Finance and Promotion 
of The Northern Baptist Convention, shall provide for raising and disbursing money 

for the work of the Convention and the co-operating and other affiliating societies 

included in the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention, according to 
the Charter and Constitution. 

Sec. 3. The Board shall prepare annually a budget embracing the estimated fi- 
nancial needs of all departments of the Convention for the ensuing year, to be sub- 
mitted for authorization by the Finance Committee of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention. 

Sec. 4. The Board shall effect an agreement with the Council of Finance and 
Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention determining the portion the Coun- 
cil shall bear of the expenses incident to raising the apportionment of Connecticut 

Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

Sec. 5. Likewise the Board shall effect an agreement with the American Bap- 
tist Publication Society whereby this society shall share with the Convention on an 
equitable basis the expense of promoting in Connecticut the work of Christian edu- 
cation. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall effect an agreement with the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society whereby this society shall share with the Convention on an equitable 
basis the expense of home missionary work in Connecticut. 

Sec. 7. The Board shall make all appropriations toward the aid of churches 
and the payment of salaries of missionaries and other workers in accordance with the 
rules included in these By-Laws. 

Sec. 8. The Board shall appoint such agents as may be needed properly to con- 
duct the work of the Convention, including, as may be deemed necessary, a General 
Secretary, an Associate Secretary, a Director of Christian Education, a Director of 
Promotion, a Collector of Missionary Funds, and a Treasurer who may be either a 
person or a fiduciary institution of approved standing. The Director of Promotion, 
who may be one of the other agents, shall be chosen by concurrent acting of the 
Board and the Council of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion. 

Sec. 9. The Board shall each year appoint an Auditor, who shall carefully audit 
the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention. The Auditor shall be a cer- 
tified public accountant, or firm of accountants, of recognized standing. 

Sec. 10. The Board shall have power to fix the salaries of all persons em- 
ployed by it. 

Sec. 11. The Board shall require bond of all its financial agents. 
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Sec. 12. The Board at its first meeting shall appoint from its membership the 
following committees which shall be charged with definite responsibilities in the work 
of the Convention: 

A. A Missionary Committee, to be styled "The Connecticut Baptist Board of 
Promotion”, consisting of not more than eighteen members. The Woman’s Baptist 
Mission Society of Connecticut and the National Societies of The Northern Baptist 
Convention each shall have the right to appoint one member, preferably from the 
membership of the Board of Managers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention 

B. Finance Committee, consisting of five members, including the President. 

C. Committee on Christian Education, consisting of seven members. 

D. Publicity Committee, consisting of five members. 

E. Committee on Work Among New Americans, consisting of five members. 

F. Committee on Aided Churches, consisting as far as practicable of one mem- 
ber from each association. 

G. Committee on Evangelism, consisting as far as practicable of one member 
from each association. 

H. Committee on Social Action, consisting of five members. 

I. Executive Committee, consisting of not fewer than fifteen members, including . 
the President, who shall be chairman, the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent, and the chairmen of the standing committee of the Board of Managers named 
above. 

Sec. 13. The Board of Managers may appoint from its membership or from 
the Convention such other committees as may be necessary to the successful conduct 
of the work. 

Sec. 14. The Board shall make a full report of its transactions at least an- 
nually to the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. "Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion” (Missionary Committee). 

(a) The Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion shall be the medium through 
which the Convention shall co-operate with the Council of Finance and Promotion of 
The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Under the direction of the General Secretary and the Director of Promo- 
tion, the Board (Missionary Committee) shall each year conduct the campaign to 
raise the Unified Budget of the Convention and co-operating and other affiliating 
societies of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(c) The representative of the Convention on the Council of Finance and Pro- 
motion of The Northern Baptist Convention shall be elected by the Board of Mana- 
gers, and shall by virtue of such election be a member ex-officio of the Board of 
Promotion. 

(d) The Board of Promotion, through the Director of Promotion or its chair- 
man, shall make reports of its work annually to the Convention, and to the Council 
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of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention as by that body di- 
rected. 

Section 2. Finance Committee. 

(a) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the handling of all 
the Convention Funds and in the investing of trust funds, subject to the approval 
of the Board of Managers. 

(b) The chairman or vice-chairman of the committee shall countersign all orders 
drawn on the Treasurer by the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers at 
the authorization of the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee. 

(c) The Finance Committee shall not permit any of the funds of the Con- 
vention to be loaned to any officer, legal adviser, or member of the Board of Mana- 
gers, or to any corporation or business enterprise in which any of them is personally 

interested. 

(d) The Finance Committee shall not permit the use of the Permanent Funds 
belonging to the Convention, except as authorized by the Board of Managers. 

(e) The Finance Committee shall require all the financial agents of the Con- 
vention to make their annual reports covering the same period of time. 

(f) It shall be the duty of the comm.ittee to prepare each year a missionary 
budget to be submitted to the Board of Managers, when approved by it, to the 
churches. The committee shall receive from the General Secretary an estimate of 
the amount of money needed by the Convention for the ensuing year and from the 
Council of Finance and Promotion the apportionment of the co-operating national so- 
cieties falling to the churches of Connecticut, and on the basis of such information 
make up the unified budget to be approved by the Board of .Managers, with or 
without changes, and submitted to the churches. 

(g) The committee shall make a report of its transactions at the annual meet- 
ing of the Convention. 

Section 3. The Committee on Christian Education. 

(a) The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work of Chris- 
tian education in its different phases, including Church School and Young People’s 
activities. Teacher Training, Church Vacation Schools, and all other lines of instruc- 
tion and study included in a comprehensive and balanced program of Christian edu- 
cation for the local church. 

(b) The committee shall maintain close co-operation with the American Baptist 
Publication Society and the General Board of Education of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, in order to participate in the development of the denomination’s plans 
of Christian education. 

(c) The committee shall approve all Christian education programs before they 
may be promoted in the state in the name of the Convention. 

(d) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual meeting, 
through the Secretary of Christian Education, or its chairman. 
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Section. 4. The Publicity Committee. 

(a) The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication of The Con- 
necticut Baptist. It shall appoint a Business Manager and co-operate with him in 
circulating the paper. It shall present the interests of the paper to the Convention 
at its meetings and devise means of increasing its subscription list. 

(b) The committee shall co-operate with the secretaries, as opportunity permits, 
m the distribution of such literature as will best acquaint the churches with the 
needs and achievements of the Convention and the denomination. 

Section 5. The Committee on Work Among New Americans. 

(a) The Committee on Work Among New Americans shall have charge of 

the work conducted by the Convention among New Americans, co-operating with the 

General Secretary and his associates, as they may direct, in promoting the interests 
of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the General Sec- 

retary or his associates. 

Section 6. The Committee on Aided Churches. 

(a) The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the work of the 
Convention in aided churches, co-operating with the General Secretary and his asso- 
ciates, as they may direct, in promoting the interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the General Sec- 

retary or his associates. 

Section 7. The Committee on Evangelism. 

(a) The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium through which 

the Convention shall co-operate with the churches in promoting the interests of evan- 
gelism in the state. It shall seek particularly to lead the churches aided by the 
Convention out into evangelistic endeavor. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual meeting. 

Section 8. The Committee on Social Service. 

(a) The Committee on Social Service shall represent the Convention, subject 

to the direction of the Board of Managers, in measures of co-operation with social 
agencies and the social service departments of other religious bodies, and shall from 
time to time bring to the attention of the Convention social causes meriting consid- 
eration. 

Section 9. The Executive Committee. 

(a) The Executive Committee shall meet four times during the year, in the 
months of October, January, April, and July, on dates to be fixed by itself. 

(b) It shall hold special meetings whenever necessary, at the call of the Presi- 
dent. 

(c) The committee shall act on all matters of business arising during the in- 
terim between meetings of the Board of Managers; pass on all applications for aid 

from churches not acted on by the Board; provided, however, that no contract or 
agreement made by the committee shall remain in force beyond the time of the next 
meeting of the Board of Managers, unless approved by it; except in such cases as 
have been referred to the committee for final action. 
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(d) The committee shall make a full report of all its transactions to the 
Board of Managers at its next meeting. 

(e) Seven members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 10. The duties of such other committees as shall be appointed by the 
Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

Section 11. Necessary expenses incurred by the members of the committees of 
the Board of Managers in the discharge of their duties shall be paid by the Con- 
vention. 

Section 12. The committees of the Board of Managers shall submit to the 
Finance Committee and Board of Managers, through the General Secretary, estimates 
of the money needed during the ensuing year for the successful conduct of the 
work of their respective departments, to be used in building the budget of the Con- 
vention. 

Section 13. All standing committees of the Board of Managers shall provide 
for the keeping of an accurate record of their transactions in permanent form, and 
shall make reports to the Board whenever it is necessary. 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The General Secretary. 

(a) The General Secretary shall have supervision of the entire work of the 
Convention, under the direction of the Board of Managers and its Executive Com- 
mittee. In promoting the work incident to raising the apportionment of Connecticut 
Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention he, 
with his associates — the Director of Promotion and the Director of Christian Edu- 
cation — shall co-operate, through the Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion, with 
the Council of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) He and his associates shall visit, advise, and encourage the churches, par- 
ticularly those aided by the Convention, as opportunity may occur, and seek to lead 

them into participation in the missionary work of the denomination. 

J-Jg may not pledge pecuniary aid to churches or missionaries, except as 
authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee: provided, how- 

ever, that with the consent of the Finance Committee he may in emergencies expend 
not more than one hundred (^ICO) dollars in any one month for supply preachers 
for needy pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in such 
churches. 

(d) He shall attend all the meetings of the Board of Managers and its Execu- 
tive Committee, to counsel and advise as he can concerning the work of the Con- 
vention, but shall not have the power to vote. 

(e) He shall himself, or through his associates, direct the activities of all the 
committees of the Board of Managers. 

(f) He shall each year submit to the Finance Committee a careful estimate 

of the amount of money needed to carry on the work of the Convention, to be in- 
cluded in the unified missionary budget. 
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(g) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the Board of 
Managers, and the Executive Committee, and shall have charge of the printing of 
the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Associate Secretary. 

(a) The Associate Secretary shall co-operate with the General Secretary, as he 
and the Board of Managers may direct, in the work of the Convention. 

Section 3. Secretary of Christian Education. 

(a) The Secretary of Christian Education, under the direction of the General 
Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Committee on Christian Educa- 
tion, shall have special charge of the work of Christian education. 

(b) He shall make a report annually to the Convention. 

Section 4. Treasurer. 

(a) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Convention, both 
invested and current, receiving and disbursing, or investing the same as directed by 
the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on written order 
from the Secretary of the Board of Managers countersigned by the chairman or 
the vice-chairman of the Finance Committee. 

(c) The Treasurer shall keep separate accounts of the various funds of the 
Convention, and report and account to the Convention annually and each quarter as 
directed by the Finance Committee. 

(d) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in such sum 
as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board of Managers, may require. 

Section 5. Auditor. 

The Auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention 
annually at the end of the fiscal year and make report to the Convention through 
the Finance Committee, or quarterly if the committee shall require. 

Section 6. The Director of Promotion. 

The Director of Promotion, in co-operation with the General Secretary, and 
under the concurrent direction of the Board of Managers and the Council of Finance 
and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention, through the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Board of Promotion, shall promote the dissemination of information concerning 
the missionary program of The Northern Baptist Convention and the raising of the 
apportionment of Connecticut Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget. 

Section 7. The collector of funds for the Unified Budget of The Northern 
Baptist Convention shall receive all current contributions of churches and individuals, 
to the Convention and co-operating national societies of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, and shall deposit and forward the same as directed by the Board of Mana- 
gers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention and the Council of Finance and Pro- 
motion. 

Section 8. The duties of such other agents as may be appointed by the Board 
of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 
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ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

1. All churches assisted, by the Convention shall make their quarterly reports 
to the Board through the General Secretary. All appropriations to churches shall 
be made quarterly, and no applications for aid will be considered until the report 

'of the church has been received. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first 
weeks in October, January, April, and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to churches only 
when such churches have settled pastors, and when they shall have made, within 
the year preceding, contributions for at least three objects of benevolence, including 
the work of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied 
the Board that their methods of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted for 
securing the largest possible revenues from their local constituencies. 

3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the judgment of 

the Executive Committee the pastor or the church is not considered worthy of such 
aid. It is therefore required that any church, without a pastor, applying for aid, 
shall confer with the General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before the 

choice and settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the erection of 

any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the Executive Committee 

shall have been secured; and in all cases where such appropriations amount to ^500 
or more, the church or society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of 
trust of the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the 
Board of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made threto at any meeting of 
the Convention by a majority vote. Such of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of 
the Treasurer and of the Finance Committee, excepting By-Laws of the Board of 
Managers, Article III, Section 2, Paragraph (f) , shall be of equal binding force 

with the provisions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a two-thirds 

vote of all the members present at the annual meeting of the Convention, after one 
year’s notice. 

LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should appear as The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention. The General Secretary of the Convention will be 
glad to talk with or advise any person desirous of making a bequest for the direct 
uses of the Convention or for the Convention to hold in trust for the purposes of 
any particular object. Gifts of money ultimately for the benefit of the Convention 
will be gladly accepted and interest according to the established annuity rates will 
be paid to the donor during life. This plan has the advantage of yielding an ex- 
ceptionally large rate of interest to the donor for life and assures the Convention 
of the entire amount of money desired to be given at the death of the donor with- 
out deduction by the settlement of the estate. 

The General Secretary will be glad at any time to give further information in 
regard to this matter. 
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THE ONE HUNDRED AND FOURTEENTH ANNUAL

New Haven, Conn., October 14, 15, 1937. 

The One Hundred and Fourteenth Annual Meeting of The Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention was held in the Calvary Baptist Church, New Haven, Rev. Frank 
M. Swaffield, pastor, October 14, 15, 1937, the first session opened on Thursday, 
at 2:15 p. m. 

The Convention was called to order by the president. Rev. David P. Gaines, 
and after the singing of a hymn, prayer was offered by Rev. Albert E. Couch, 
Deep River. 

Rev. Burtt N. Timbie, Meriden, presented the program as prepared by the 

Program Committee and the printed program was accepted by common consent. 

A brief word of welcome to Calvary Baptist Church was given by Rev. Frank 
M. Swaffield, the new pastor of the church. A word of response was given by 
the president. 

Dr. M. C. Burt, first vice-president, presided while Mr. Gaines presented the 
Annual Address of the President. 

The associate secretary. Rev. O. P. Campbell, presented the Report of the 

Board of Managers. Voted: that the report be adopted and to authorize con- 
tinuance of the Convention’s contribution to the Suffield School Endowment Fund.

The Treasurer’s Report was presented by Philip H. Graham of The Hartford 

National Bank and Trust Company. Charles H. Bidwell, vice-chairman of the 

Finance Committee, presented a summary of the Convention’s resources, as prepared 
by a special committee appointed by the Board of Managers.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

The Board of Managers, David P. Gaines, president, and Elbert E. Gates, secretary 
submits its one hundred fourteenth annual report for the year 1936-1937. 


' Dr. Gates Illness 

The general secretary. Dr. Elbert E. Gates, went to the hospital for a serious 
operation at the end of June, where he was confined until August the 27th. After 
leaving the hospital it was found that he needed to be relieved of official responsibil- 
ities for time to completely recover. At a special meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee on September 14th it was voted to give him leave of absence for six months from 
the 1st of October. During his absence his Convention duties are being carried on 
by Oscar P. Campbell, associate secretary, with the counsel and assistance of Presi- 
dent Gaines, Director Hinton and the other Convention officials and Committee 
chairmen. The Convention hereby records sincere gratitude to all who have as- 
sumed extra responsibilities that his work might be kept up. We rejoice with Dr. 
and Mrs. Gates in the many hearty expressions of affection and sympathy so uni- 
versally felt, all of which makes real the happy spirit of Christian fellowship 
^l^^j-jj^teristic of our constituency. ^^C^e thank God for the assurance of an early 

return of Dr. Gates to his place of active leadership among us. 

Board Personnel and Activities 

We are happy to make the unusual report that there is not a single change to 
be made in the personnel of the Board on account of death or removal from the 
state. The Board has carried forward the usual yearly round of activities consisting 
mainly in services to the churches, and the various auxiliary organizations and state 
agencies and the clearance of cooperative relations with the National Societies of 
The Northern Baptist Convention. The regular meetings of the Board of Managers 
and the Executive Committee were held. 


The Joint Convention 

At the semi-annual meeting of the Board in April, on recommendation of a 
special committee appointed by the Executive Committee, it was voted to hold our 
annual meeting, for this year, jointly with the Connecticut Council of Churches and 
Religious Education and seven other denominations. This made it necessary to change 
the. place of meeting from Meriden to New Haven. The result is the unique type 
of interdenominational cooperation we are witnessing at this meeting. 

Aided Churches 

The committee on Aided Churches, Lester T. Mallery, chairman, has recom- 
mended financial assistance to sixteen churches. To these churches the Board of 
Managers has granted a total sum of ^5,579.53. This committee makes careful in- 
vestigations of all applications and seeks conscientiously to secure the investment of 
these funds where they will produce the greatest spiritual results, with special re- 
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gard for those churches giving promise of permanence and growth toward financial 
independence. In communities where industrial changes and shifts in population at- 
fect the strength of churches the assistance of this department is invaluable— some- 
times to preserve spiritual and financial resources while making adjustments in de- 
clining communities and often to help churches becom.e established on an independent 
basis in growing communities. 

New Americans 

The committee on New American Work, Walter E. Crittenden, chairman, looks 
after the Convention’s interest in our foreign speaking missions. With funds from 
the Convention and The American Baptist Home Mission Society the Board appro- 
priated a total sum of ^7,097.94 to the support of 15 stations. The Home Mission 
Society cooperated with the Convention and City Mission Societies in the support of 
all but three of these stations. It is of interest to note that the nationalties of these 
missions were: Italian, six; Russian, four; Hungarian, three; Czecho-Slovak, two. 
All of these missions, except our Italian church in Meriden, are under the min>stry 
of able and devoted foreign-speaking missionaries. Meriden will be cared for as soon 
as a suitable man can be settled there. Rev. Nlichael Biro has been settled with our 
Hungarian mission in Wallingford, succeeding Rev. Joseph Kovach, who died last 
year. Due to the almost complete cessation of immigration the number of these 
people requiring foreign language services are decreasing and their young people in- 
creasingly choose to join English-speaking churches. This makes it difficult for these 
missionaries to show progress in their stations but the value of their ministry is not 
measured by statistical reports. 

Christian Education 

The Christian Education Department is under the direction of Oscar P . Campbell 
with the committee on Christian Education and in cooperation with The American 
Baptist Publication Society. This work is supported jointly by the Convention and 
the Publication Society, approximately on a 50-50 basis. The total expenditures 
for this year amounted to ^4,642.94. 

It is the purpose of this department to assist the churches in strengthening their 
teaching ministry, and to apply educational skill in all their activities. During the 
year the director completed the writing of a handbook for Church School Superin- 
tendents. This was done on request from The American Baptist Publication Society 
to complete a series of four manuals on the educational work of the local church. 

The young people are enlisted in the work of the Convention through the sum- 
mer assembly, convention meetings and assistance in their local church programs. 
The summer assembly is a tremendous influence in the churches represented, in their 
young people’s work. * 

After eight years of service as part-time director of Children’s Work, Mrs. Jennie 
Reid Dixon resigned, to take effect September 1st. Since the drastic budget balanc- 
ing of 1933, the Convention has not participated in the support of her work, which 
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has been continued by the small sum allotted to us by the Publication Society. Mrs. 
Dixon has rendered the state a fine service, with a spirit of generous devotion, for 
which we are grateful. 

Full report on Christian Education will be found elsewhere. 


Ministers’ Pensions 

On request of Dr. Peter C. Wright, secretary of The Ministers and Missionaries 
Benefit Board, the Board of Managers authorized the general secretary to cooperate 
with him in a plan to enlist the cooperation of all our churches in a plan to pro- 
vide a pension for the pastors. Dr. Wright has chosen Connecticut to initiate a 
plan which he hopes will solve the problem of old age security for the Baptist min- 
istry. If it succeeds here, he feels sure this will make it easy to carry it into the other 
states. The plan has been carefully set up, to be placed before the lay leadership 
of every church in the state during October and November. Since the church is 
exempt from the provisions of old age security legislation, it is most essential that 
the responsibility to her employees be met before it is too late. The cost of this 
undertaking is being met by a special gift from an individual. 


Work in Smaller Churches 

At the January meeting of the Executive Committee, an offer from Dr. Wil- 
liam A. Hill of the Board of Education to lend to Connecticut, for a season, the 
services of Miss Charlotte Huntoon of New York State was accepted, and an ap- 
propriation of ^50.00 was made toward her expenses. Miss Huntoon spent several 
weeks visiting these churches and counseling with them about their work. The 
Woman’s Baptist Mission Society also cooperated in the planning of her work. The 
churches she touched received very valuable help. 


Suffield School 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention Endowment Fund for the Suffield School 
received during the year ^1,581.19, making a total of .^40,020.78 toward the goal 
of ^50,000.00 This fund is being gradually built up each year by the Convention. 
The income from it is used to help worthy boys, preferably from Baptist homes, 
secure an education. The Board recommends the renewal of this action for the 
current year. 


Connecticut Baptist Education Society 

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society, Edwin T. Settle, Jr., president, and 
Major L. Johnson, secretary, has furnished aid to our Connecticut young people 
preparing for religious work. For this purpose the Convention gave to this Society 
the sum of ^1,285.00. See full report of the secretary of this Society. 
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Other Affiliated Organizations 

The Womans Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, Miss Mary L. Howard, 
president, reports a good year’s work as usual. Their state and associational rallies 
and the annual house-party in September have been well attended and their pro- 
grams have projected much new life and vitality into the churches. Their activities 
in promoting missionary information and giving through the local church missionary 
societies and schools, for children. Guild Girls and Women’s Societies are among 
the most significant aspects of the church program. The Convention contributed 
^100.00 to this work. 

The Men’s Council, L. D. Frye, president, seeks to stimulate the men of our 
churches to intelligent and enthusiastic support of the local church and denomina- 
tional programs similar to that of the women. The men have also held many con- 
ferences and a state-wide house-party which has greatly increased the man power in 
support of missions and the local church. They have worked in close cooperation 
with the State Board of Promotion and the Convention. 

The New England Baptist Conference at Ocean Park, Maine, is related to the 
Convention through the services of Dr. Elbert E. Gates and Oscar P. Campbell as 
trustees. Mr. Campbell also served on the education committee and the teaching 
staff. The Convention also contributes ^50.00 in support of the School of Methods. 
The trustees have launched a campaign to raise ^25,000.00 for equipment essential 
to the continued development of this enterprise. 

The Connecticut Council of Churches has had an unusual year of development 
in interdenominational cooperation. Our Convention, through several committees, 
notably the committee on Evangelism and the committee on Christian Education, to- 
gether with our secretaries, have furnished our quota of leadership in planning and 
promoting the State Preaching Mission, touching every community in the state, and 
the United Adult Movement stimulating a new interest in Adult Education. The 
Board of Managers has cooperated in setting up the joint Convention of the major 
Protestant bodies of the state. 


Publications 

Good religious literature in our churches and Christian homes is one of our 
greatest needs at the present time. The Connecticut Baptist carries the information 
concerning our state work. The V^atchman-Examiner is our only national medium 
of news and discussion of Baptist affairs. Missions Magazine is growing in popu- 
larity and subscriptions, as one of the foremost periodicals on world missions. Our 
monthlies for church school leaders. Children’s Leader, Young People’s Leader and 
Adult Leader should be in the hands of the local church teachers. Our weekly story 
papers. Story World, Junior World, Girls’ World, Youth’s World and Young People 
should be in every Christian home to cultivate the taste for good reading. Our 
Keystone Graded Lessons are the best teaching helps for Baptist churches. 
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The Board of Promotion 

The Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion, Charles H. Bidwell, chairman, 
and H. E. Hinton, director, functions as the state agency for the Council on Finance 
and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention. This Board, through its di- 
rector, cooperates in the work of the State Convention and reports its activities both 
to the State and National Boards. In his first year of service, Mr. Hinton has 
established himself in the respect and esteem of the people, and our churches under 
his leadership are maintaining the reputation of Connecticut for her generosity in 
missionary benevolences. 

On June 21st, a special meeting of the Board of Managers was held to confer 
with E. H. Rhoades, advisor on the Budget Research Committee of The Northern 
Baptist Convention. Mr. Rhoades presented the plans and some of the findings of 
his committee regarding their study of the budgets and programs of all the organiza- 
tions participating in the cooperative denominational budget. This study is being 
made in order to determine the most effective distribution of the unified budget and 
to stimulate more intelligent program planning and expenditures. 

On this same date a joint meeting of the Board of Managers and the Board of 
Finance and Promotion was held to consider the promotional program of The North- 
ern Baptist Convention for 1937-1938. M. Forest Ashbrook, of the Ministers and 
Missionaries Benefit Board, presented the plans for the continuation of the Forward 
Movement and recommended the appointment of a State Forward Movement Com- 
mittee which would coordinate and sponsor the activities of this program. This com- 
mittee has been appointed. 

See full report of Director Hinton for the Connecticut Baptist Board of Pro- 
motion. 


Convention Finances 

The Finance Committee, W. S. Fuller, chairman, has had oversight of the 
budget and furnished the Board with carefully studied information for guidance 
in voting appropriations. It has also given much time and wisdom to the su- 
pervision of Convention-owned property, including real estate, annuities and trust 
funds. 

The treasurer’s report shows a total income for the year of ^34,596.15 and ex- 
penditures of ^34,784.85, making a deficit of ^188.70 in this year’s budget. Last 
year’s report showed a previously accumulated deficit of ^5,120.85 reduced to $2,- 
921.79. This year’s report shows the deficit increased to ^3,110.49, as of April 30, 
1937. 

The Convention with the approval of the Council on Finance and Promotion 
of The Northern Baptist Convention solicited gifts from individuals designated to 
items within the Convention budget, amounting to ^622.00. The amount being 
sought for this Convention "Special” .is ^10,000.00. A total of ^2,754.50 has been 
secured during the past three years. Gifts amounting to ^1,000.00 have been prom- 
ised, payable when the remainder has been raised.

On the basis of the probable income for distribution among the cooperating 
organizations of The Northern Baptist Convention, Connecticut was allotted $19,200 
for the year 1936-1937. Of this amount $15,144.48 was received. The remainder 
of our operating expenditures for the year came from the following sources: Income 
from funds of the Convention, American Baptist Home Mission Society for New 
American Work, American Baptist Publication Society for Christian Education, 
Convention "Special” and a few small sums from miscellaneous sources. 

During the year the Convention received from the sale of the Cromwell Church 
property $2,850.00, which was deposited in the fund held for the Cromwell Baptist 
Church. Two annuities of $10,000.00 each and one trust fund of $10,000.00 was 
established with the Convention during the year. The death of the beneficiary of a 
$500.00 annuity has released the Convention from paying the interest on this amount. 

The strength of our work in Connecticut and the effectiveness of our participa- 
tion in the' world outreaches of the gospel through the agencies of The Northern 
Baptist Convention emerges from the precious heritage of our forebears. We are 
ever mindful of the fruits of their labors and the beauty of their Christian devotion 
being projected into the present and future, as we seek to administer their bequests 
of money and spiritual ideals to meet the soul testing demands of the world in our 
day. We are resolved to contribute our best of service and treasure to perpetuate 
this spirit in the "more abundant life” of our children. Let us thank God and re- 
joice in all the evidences of this, manifest in the work of our local churches, our 
State Convention and our National Societies. V^e are all joined together in the task 
of carrying forward, in God^s name, what has been so well established, with an every 
increasing measure of progress toward the fulfillment of our Lord s Prayer, Thy 
Kingdom come on earth as it is in Heaven.”

New Director of Promotion 

Rev. Horace B. Sloat, D. D., since May 1, 1936, pastor of the Federated 
Churches at Willington, resigned from the directorship of the Connecticut Board 
of Promotion as of August 1, 1936. 

A committee, consisting of Dr. John M. Moore, Dr. David A. Pitt, Charles H. 
Bidwell, Miss Mary L. Howard and Secretary Elbert E. Gates, was appointed by 
President Timbie to confer with the Council on Finance and Promotion as to a new 
director. The present director met the committee in Central Church, Hartford, 
July 6, 1936, for a conference. Mr. Bidwell, with the present director met in the 
office of Dr. W. H. Bowler, in New York, the next day for discussion as to de- 
tails, as to amount of salary, motor travel allowance and date of commencement of 
service. It was decided that the new director should take up his service as of 
August 20, 1936. 

Suitable resolutions of appreciation of Dr. Sloat were published in The Con- 
necticut Baptist. ^ 

With the exception of the above statement, the report of the Men’s Council 
and the financial report, this report deals with matters of the Connecticut Board 
of Promotion as from August 20, 1936, to April 30, 1937. 

Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council 

1. Men’s Outing and Conference. The Council held its Outing and Conference 
at the Montowese House, Indian Neck, Branford, June 27-28, 1936. The slogan 
of the Conference was: "Connecticut Baptist Men Forward.” William O. Florian, 
Bridgeport, the president, presided. The program speakers included: Dr. J. C. 
Robbins, Walter G. Boyle, Secretary Elbert E. Gates and Director Horace B. Sloat. 
The men decided to give support to the Enlistment Campaign of the Forward Fund 
as a special interest for the year. 

2. Men’s Council Officers. At the Annual State Convention, the following of- 
ficers were elected: President, Lewis D. Frye, Hartford; Vice-President, Geo. A. 
Trowbridge, West Haven; .Secretary, Rev. H. E. Hinton, Hartford; Associational 
Councilman — Ashford: R. E. Allen, Danielson; Fairfield: T. T. Phillips, Bridge- 
port; Hartford: G. T. Bochman, West Hartford; New Haven: Chapel S. Carter, 
Ansonia; New London: S. S. Clark, Waterford. Additional Councilmen: E. S. 
Perkins, Norwich; John P. Post, Jewett City; Loren Durner, Waterbury. 

3. Men’s Meetings. Two meetings of the State Councilmen were held in the in- 
terest of Enlistment Month: one was in Waterbury with Rev. R. D. Williamson on 
October 7, and one with Dr. G. Pitt Beers, in Hartford, October 17. With the 
help of W. G. Boyle meetings with men were held at New London, First, September 
25; Noank, September 27; Bridgeport, Swedish, October 1; New Haven, First, Oc- 
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tober 5; Hartford, Central, October 6; and Danielson, October 7. The men assisted 
in the enlistment Month Campaign in the churches and also in the Forward Forums 
in the interest of the Forward Fund Movement. 

Denominational Program 

1. The Forward Fund. The year 1936-1937 marks the second year of the Forward 
Fund effort. The Baptist churches of Connecticut made a very commendable ad- 
vance. Increase in total receipts was registered in 1935-1936 with ^9,364.04 over 
1934-1935, and a further increase in 1936-1937 of ^4,120.89 over 1935-1936, or a 
total increase over 1934-1935 of ^22,848.97, of which nearly ^13,500.00 was raised 
during the year of this report. The quota for Connecticut on the Forward Fund 
was ^20,000.00, so that we exceeded our quota by ^2,848.97. The Fund of ^500,000. 
for the whole Northern Baptist Area was not reached but great encouragement comes 
from the fact that a total increase was made in two years of ^450,774. 

2. The Forward Movement. This program approved by The Northern Baptist 
Convention at its meeting in St. Louis, on recommendation of the general Council 
was developed in response to a persistent call from the churches and as a result 
of many conferences in which all of our evangelistic, educational, missionary and 
promotional agencies were represented. It expressed the earnest desire of the de- 
nomination for a sweeping advance in each of five designated fields of activity, i. e. 
Evangelism, Missions, Christian Education, Social Action, Youth. 

3. The Forward Forums. In the interest of the Forward Movement seventeen 

Forward Forums were set up in Connecticut in accordance with the denominational 
suggestions. Invitations were sent to church officers of a given area to meet at a 
supper in one of the local churches, followed by the Forum. The pastor of the 
entertaining church was chairman and the Forum discussions were conducted by 
the Director of Promotion, assisted by a missionary speaker. Eight Forums were 
held from December 7 through the 16th. at Danielson; South Willington; Jewett 

City; Noank; Norwich, Central; New London, Huntington St.; New Haven, First 

and at Meriden, Main St. Dr. Gordon S. Seagrave of Namkham, Burma, was 

the missionary speaker in the December meetings. Nine Forums were held from 
January 11 through the 22nd. at Waterbury, First; Deep River; Ansonia, First; 

Rowayton; Danbury; Bridgeport, First; New Britain, First; Torrington, Calvary; 
and Hartford, Memorial. Rev. O. H. Sisson of the Home Department of The 

American Baptist Foreign Mission Society was the speaker. These meetings created 
a wide interest and reached a larger number of individuals than the ordinary mid- 
year association meetings which were omitted this year. 

4. Enlistment Month. The period of February 14 to March 14 was observed 

as Enlistment Month in a number of churches with marked interest. 

Director’s Activities 

The Director of Promotion, besides attending to the regular routine of the 

office, such as: the collection and forwarding of contributions to the unified budget, 
the distribution of literature, the boohing of stereopticon lectures, providing mis- 
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sionary speakers for the churches and other occasions, assisted with programs and 
plans for Schools of Missions, and mission study groups, made 130 scheduled talks 
and addresses, including Sunday pulpit supplies, and traveled by motor more than 
11,000 miles. The Director also gave a series of lectures on the Program of the 
Church at the Vermont Ministers’ Conference and made several visits outside the 
state in the interest of the missionary program. Besides being secretary of the Men’s 
Council, he also acted as editor and business manager of The Connecticut Baptist, 
beginning with October, 1936. 

The Connecticut Baptist 

This paper, under the editorship of Dr. H. B. Sloat, Dr. E. E. Gates and 
Rev. H. E. Hinton, in turn, was published regularly during the year October 1, 
1936, to October 30, 1937. The subscription list has remained substantially the 
same with 2342 names. During the year about 950 subscriptions have been paid, 
an increase of 150 over last year. Some of these were for back years and some 
for more than one year for the same person, so that more than 1400 persons re- 
ceived their copies free. This loss was covered by donations from the promotional 
funds. During the period the State Convention reduced its regular contribution. 
Measures are being taken to correct this situation. 


Missionary and National Speakers 

The following persons have been assigned by the Director of Promotion to 
engagements in the state for more than 180 meetings and conferences in 49 of our 
churches, as well as the association meetings, the State Convention, the Woman’s 
House-party and monthly meetings, the World Wide Guild House-party and Rallies, 
Men’s Conferences, Suffield School and the Storrs Assembly: Delphine Avery, Dr. 
George R. Baker, Dr. G. Pitt Beers, Dr. Wm. H. Bowler, Walter G. Boyle, Ruth

Cresse, Mildred Cummings, Rev. J. W. Decker, Dr. C. S. Detweiler, Mrs. W. S.

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THE CHRISTIAN EDUCATION DEPARTMENT 

While the yearly round of activities in the churches recur with every return- 
ing season, it is our purpose to make available to them the best methods and 
materials for continual advance. 

' Better Baptist Churches 

The Department of Christian Education is primarily concerned with nurfiring 
the spiritual vitality of the church in all her functions. For several years the em- 
phasis has been on the spiritual quality of the experience provided in the church 
for all the people. When we define Christian Education in terms of religious ex- 
perience, it becomes a vital factor in every church function for those who render 
official services as well as for those who are served. This trend is hastening the day 
of more unity and purposefulness in the local church organization and services. In 
a certain sense Christian Education has prepared the way for all our denominational 
• and local church agencies to join forces in the current emphasis of The Northern 
Baptist Convention on Better Baptist Churches. As a corollary to the plans of 
the Forward Movement Committee and the Calendar of Coordinated Denominational 
Activities, adopted at The Northern Baptist Convention in Philadelphia the De- 
partment of Christian Education has published a free booklet on Christian Educa- 
tion in the Forward Movement of Northern Baptist explaining fully the place of 
education in the movement. The writer is serving on a committee which is arrang- 
ing a week of conference in February for the biennial staff meeting of The Amer- 
ican Baptist Publication Society and representatives of any of the other National 
Societies concerned, to study the local church. We propose to discover more def- 
nitely what makes a church spiritually alive and how to make our professional 
services more acceptable and essential to them. 

Christian Adult Advance 

Our present approach to the difficult task of Christian AJ’jlt Education is 
central and strategic to the vitality of this Forward Movement. It points the way 
for those who serve as officials and teachers to spiritualize these functions and 
realize the release of increasing spiritual power as they think of their work in terms 
of their own religious experience. For those who meet in classes and discussion groups 
their experience becomes a “School in Christian Living.” The findings of the 
United Christian Adult Movement launched at Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, in 1936 
and the report of its sequel in 1937, devoted to a study of the Local Church, fits 
in with our Denominational Calendar of Activities, by suggesting methods and 
source materials for the activities proposed for Better Baptist Churches. The trend 
in adult education is away from the large class lecture type, devoted to telling people 
what they should do, to the small group in a democratic process of sharing and 
thinking together toward the solution of common problems, and a better understand- 
ing of the Christian way in relation to the practical experiences of life. We are 
quite convinced that if the longed for spiritual awakening comes to the church, it 
will not be put off till the next generation — so conditioned by what we make of 
them, but will come to the adults of the present generation. It is to adults that 
the call comes to advance and give youth a chance to build a New World along 
with us. 
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The Department co-operated with the State Council of Churches and Religious 
Education in promoting the Preaching Mission and the United Chnstian Adult 
Advance. Some phase of the preaching mission reached almost every church m 
the state. The United Christian Adult Advance held a two day conference in 
New Haven for picked adult leaders from all parts of the state. It was an effort 
to acquaint key persons with the method and content of the Adult Movement in 
order that the experience of the Lake Geneva Conference might be brought down 
to the community and the local church. It resulted in a great many discussion 
groups and Schools of Christian Living in local, churches, and made its benefits felt 
especially in strengthening the Lenten programs. The writer participated in most 
of these conferences, prepared a bulletin for guidance in setting up Lenten Schools 
of Religion, and wrote articles on Adult Education for publication in The Adult 
Leader and The International Journal of Religious Education. 

Manuals for Local Church Leadership 

In response to a demand, not adequately met, for usable manuals on the build- 
ing and administration of the Local Church Program The American Baptist Pub- 
lication Society has published a series of four small booklets. The first one, en- 
titled, A Church and Only A Church, by O. H. McDonald, deals with the unified 
program. The Pastor At Work in Christian Education, by Henry G. Weston Smith, 
presents clearly the pastor’s relation to the educational ministry of the church. Ad- 
ministering Christian Education in the Local Church, by Oliver DeWolf Cummings, 
is a guide for the Church Board of Education. The Superintendent Wants to 
Know, by Oscar P. Campbell, is an attempt to give practical answers to the type 
of questions asked by laymen serving as church school superintendents. The writer 
spent a great deal of time during the last two years preparing this manual for 
superintendents . 

Young People’s Work 

For the past two years sectional youth conferences have been held across the 
country under the auspices of the special youth committee of The Northern Baptist 
Convention. These conferences for New England were held in Boston and Prov- 
idence. Last year in Providence, Connecticut was well represented. These con- 
ferences called thousands of our youth to a serious consideration of such issues as. 
personal religious living, the church, marriage and home life, missions, alcohol prob- 
lem, world peace, and a Christian social order. These topics coincide with the con- 
tents of the Christian Youth Building a New World Movement and correlate per- 
fectly with the Christian Adult Movement and our Forward Movement for Better 
Baptist Churches. These area youth conferences have been discontinued this year 
and their work is being carried forward in the individual State Conventions. 

On account of the Joint Conventions in this state and the fact that most of 
the co-operating denominations could not bring their youth conferences into this 
Convention we have been obliged to depart from our well established plan of making 
the annual state youth conference a definite part of our State Convention this year. 
While we have urged the churches to include young people in their delegations to 
this Convention, we have been planning an extra convention for our young people 
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to be held in Central Baptist Church of Hartford, on December 29th. In keeping 
with our policy of youth participation in our annual Convention meetings, we com- 
mend to our district associations the inclusion of youth speakers on the programs 
of their annual meetings, as New Haven did this year. 

The Summer Assembly held at Storrs in July registered 126 young people, a 
slight increase over last year. The addition to our staff of two adult counselors 
for the boys and four for the girls greatly strengthened our program. Our idea 
of making this project a real demonstration in Christian community living is prov- 
ing so successful that it is attracting the general commendation of our people, as 
well as the management of other such conferences. 

The Summer Assembly is providing for our youth an experience which brings 
them to a consciousness of their relationship to the program of the local church, 
the State Convention and The Northern Baptist Convention. Here, most of them 
for the first time, come to know intimately and to appreciate our state and national 
leaders. They also become conscious of an inspiring fellowship with the youth 
of the state. They are helped with their personal religious problems and their 
aspirations for further education. They learn reverence in worship, appreciation of 
good music, and the development of Christian personality through play and study, 
and sense their responsibility in the local church program and its world-wide mis- 
sionary outreach. If we only knew how to secure the participation of a large group 
of churches, which apparently have not yet sensed the value of the Summer As- 
sembly it would mean a new day in the religious life of our youth and a tower of 
strength in our local churches and denomination for the future. 

Our New England School of Methods at Ocean Park, Maine, ministers, largely 
to our young people. Your state director has served on the teaching staff and as 
a member of the Board of Trustees and the education committee in building the 
program. The New England Baptist Conference is launching a campaign to raise 
^25,000. for repairs and new equipment essential to the continuance of this project. 

Children’s Work 

We regret that Mrs. Dixon has found it necessary to end her official relation- 
ships with us as the director of Children’s Work. She has served eight years on a 
part-time basis. She has met a difficult assignment with courage and devotion. The 
values of her services to the churches cannot be measured in any quantitative terms. 
I wish to express my personal appreciation of her fine work and co-operative spirit 
and I am sure the Convention and all our workers with children are deeply grateful 
to her. 


Christian Education Commission 

For two years we have called together key workers to have them discuss educa- 
tional trends and goals with a view to giving them an immediate and personal con- 
cern for the promotion of our program in their churches. About seventy-five such 
persons spent a day at Storrs, in July, in discussing our Forward Program, in three 
sections. Those responsible for the adult activities and local church program ad- 
ministration were led by Walter E. Woodbury, secretary of evangelism for The 
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American Baptist Honve Mission Society. Those concerned with the young people s 
work were led by Edward A. Estaver, state director of education for Massachusetts. 
The leaders of children’s work were directed by Miss Maud E. Dimmick of Wa- 
terbury. All three of these groups came through with constructive findings which 
are being used in helping the churches to define goals and find helpful resources 
in their programs. 


Conclusion 

Since the illness of Dr. Gates is keeping him away from his work the greater 
part of this year, it is our desire to serve the needs of the churches, as associate 
secretary and director of Christian education as efficiently as strength and ability 
permits. It is undertaken gladly, both as an opportunity to serve the cause we love 
and to express gratitude to our genera! secretary for his many kindnesses during 
our pleasant years of intimate partnership, and to the people of this Convention for 
their fine spirit of co-operation and support. 

We take courage at the signs of all our forces drawing together for a great 
Christian Advance toward Better Churches, and a finer quality of Christian life. 
We are all committed to the common task of personal and world evangelization 
and seek to claim the promise of power to be effective witnesses of Christ at home 
and "Unto the uttermost part of the earth.”

ANNUAL REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF CHILDREN’S WORK 

1936 - 1937 

For reasons which do not need to be enumerated here this has been a difficult 
year for the director of this department. But in spite of handicaps there are en- 
couraging developments in our work with children, and the loyalty and friendship 
of so many in the Convention will not be forgotten. 

About the usual amount of time has been spent in the office writing letters, 
looking up materials that have been requested, and searching for new materials that 
might prove helpful to her workers. Every two months, approximately, a letter has 
gone out to all the key-leaders in the churches. This year the number of churches 
reached one hundred. In these letters were the new materials put out by our own 
denomination and often something which seemed especially valuable from some other 
press. I wish there might have been more of the latter but the expense budget was 
not sufficient. The personal correspondence with workers in the local churches has 
been most interesting and helpful to the director and has occupied most of the 
office time. 

This year the director has visited several churches, addressing the workers’ 
conferences, sometimes spending an entire Sunday with them, observing the chil- 
dren’s work during the morning and holding a conference with the workers in the 
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afternoon. These opportunities to get close to the field work have been greatly 
appreciated. 

One of the very pleasant privileges of this office is service on the children’s 
work committee of the State Council of Churches. This year, as in the past, your 
director has shared in the building of the Fellowship of Prayer for Children, a 
Lenten devotional booklet which is growing in popularity. I heartily recommend 
it to the teachers and parents of our constituency. 

In my report a year ago one of the objectives was the revision of my mailing 
list of children’s workers. While this has not 'oeen completed an excellent start 
has been made. In the February letter to the churches was included a return postal 
card giving opportunity to check the correspondents relation to the children’s work 
in her church. The response to this was unusually good, and a follow up will 
give us a fine co-operative mailing list. 

Children’s work at Storrs this summer was in the capable hands of Miss Maud 
Dimmick of Waterbury. Under Miss Dimmick’s direction the children’s division 
of the Commission on Christian Education met for a day at Storrs and worked out 
a program of suggestions which were both practical and inspirational. We regret 
that more did not avail themselves of it. At this point, I wish to publicly thank 
Mrs. Frank Alden Tobey of Noank, Mrs. E. T. Settle of West Haven, and Miss 
Lydia Venditti of Hartford, for their fine contribution to that meeting. 

In closing I would like to add just a personal word of appreciation of Mr. 
Campbell’s encouraging help along a way that at times seemed rather steep. I hope 
with all my heart that the time is not far distant when the Convention will give our 
work with children the attention that is more in keeping with its importance.

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REPORT OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
MEN’S COUNCIL 

1936 - 7 

The Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council is a state branch of the National 
Council of Northern Baptist Men. Every Baptist man in Connecticut is eligible 
to participate in its program. The number now participating in it is small and 
is an indication of one of two things — either a lack of interest on the part of most 
Baptist men or a lack of knowledge of its existence and purpose. 

The purpose of the council is to reveal to the Baptist layman the tasks that 
our denomination is undertaking, give him understanding as to how these tasks 
may be performed and inspire him to the accomplishment of these tasks. In other 
words to make him an asset to his church and better able to co-operate with his 
pastor and fellow-members in doing the things that need to be done. It is not 
another organization of the church. It is simply a council of laymen from all 
parts of, the state who meet together for an exchange of views and ideas and to 
develop a plan of action. 

For the past two years the council has met for an outing and conference at 
Branford the last Saturday and Sunday in June. At the June, 1936, conference 
the National Council urged the Connecticut Council to concentrate their efforts 
in the promotion of the Church Enlistment program and the council agreed to 
assist in this program. The general plan was discussed at the conference. The 
plan was to hold conferences in the various association districts inviting the key men 
of the churches to attend so that details of the program could be discussed. Several 
such conferences were held and I believe were very beneficial to those who attended. 
The inclement weather combined with slippery roads made it impossible to hold all 
of the conferences planned. Complete literature on the program was mailed to 
each church by the Convention office. This literature was just what every church 
needed. 

This year (1937) the June Conference was planned so that certain specific ob- 
jectives might be set up. We were fortunate in securing the following leaders and 
speakers: Dr. John W. Elliott, Dr. Herbert Judson White, Rev. John H. McLean, 
Rev. A. W. J ones and Rev. H. E. Hinton. Dr. Elliott discussed two subjects — 
"The Spiritual Life of the Church” and "Unifying the Whole Life of the Church”. 
His addresses were inspirational, educational and helpful. Dr. White’s address was 
given in the Branford Baptist Church Sunday morning at the invitation of the 
pastor. Rev. A. W. Jones. His subject was "Sense of Mission” and in his usual 
forceful way brought out the values of lives that had discovered the true sense of 
mission. Mr. McLean’s subject was "Effective Church Outreach” and he used 
the recent publication, "Burning Facts,” as the basis of his address. 

At the close of the conference the Committee on Purpose and Plans presented 
the following objectives for 1937 and 1938, which were unanimously adopted: 

1. To join with other forces of The Northern Baptist Convention in encourag- 
ing in each church an increase in the givers of record by securing 15 additional 
supporters for every 100 persons in the membership. 
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2. To promote as a group activity in the local church the sending of young 
people to summer assemblies or schools of methods, particularly to our own Baptist 
assembly. 

3. To urge the men of our churches to observe the systematic daily devotional 
period. 

4. To secure a key man in every church. 

5. To secure at least two men from each church to attend the' 1938 con- 
ference. 

The co-operation of both pastor and laymen is necessary if these objectives 
are attained. Let me repeat what the chairman of the National Council has wntten 
to each pastor about our first objective: "We recognize the unique leadership of 
the pastor and realize that he is the one most deeply concerned about the success 
of this effort. We covet for every pastor the full co-operation of his laymen in 
making this movement effective in his church. We hope that you will do every- 
thing in your power to encourage the laymen of your congregation to activity in 
this important matter.” It is our hope that each pastor will utilize his laymen to 
the fullest extent in the fulfillment of our objectives in his church. 

At the Philadelphia Convention the National Council planned for Regional 
Conferences so that state leaders could get together to discuss plans and methods. 
Connecticut Council will participate in such a conference in January, 1938. These 
conferences will be held throughout the area of the Northern Baptist Convention 
and will be helpful to state leaders. This is a forward step for enlisting the man- 
power of the church in a program for the extension of Kingdom of God throughout 
the world.

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL 
STANDING TO THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION AT NEW HAVEN, 

OCTOBER 14, 1937 

The year has been marked by advancement in several particulars. First of 
all, in order to harmonize our state ministerial set-up with our national set-up, our 
Conference of Baptist Ministers has adopted a new constitution, which provides 
a new name for our Conference — The Ministers Council of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention, and a new name for our committee — The Pastoral Relations Committee. 
And the new constitution provides also for a file or registry of our ministers in 
Connecticut, "showing each minister’s educational preparation, his ordination, and 
the churches he has served, for the purpose of mutual helpfulness to pastorless 
churches and churchless pastors.” Such a file or registry has been prepared, and 
the names of over half of our ministers are recorded in it. It is of interest to 
note that over 80% of those who have reported have had college and seminary 
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training. The registry is to be kept in the care of our committee, as new returns 
are coming in every week, and finally it is to be placed in our State Convention 
office, to carry out the purpose stipulated in the constitution. 

Pursuant to an appeal from our committee to the Board of Managers on June 
21st, asking the Board to make a study of the possible functions of our committee, 
with a view to enlarging them in order that the committee might render a larger 
service in church relationships, the Board in turn instructed us to make the survey, 
and to report our findings at the next meeting of the Board, October 14. Charged 
with this duty the committee met in Hartford on September 3rd, considered Article 
III of the By-laws of the Convention under which the committee serves, and voted 
that the Article be changed to read as follows: 

Article III. Permanent Council 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council, consisting of nine (9) 
members appointed for three (3) years, and so constituted that the terms of three 
of its members shall expire yearly. Three (3) members of the Council shall be 
laymen, and the Secretary of the Convention shall be a member ex-officio. 

Section 2. The adoption of this Article shall appoint the present members 
of the Committee on Ministerial Standing as members of the Permanent Council 
in the order of their terms of service. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the State Permanent Council to act in ad- 
visory capacity to churches; pastors and Association Permanent Councils. 

At the annual meeting of the Ministers Council of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention on September 9 in New Haven, the following four recommendations 
were adopted: 

1. That our Pastoral Relations Committee take steps to organize in each 
Association a Permanent Council, whose duty it will be not only to act with ref- 
erence to ordinations, but to serve also as a council of mutual helpfulness to churches 
and pastors, as occasions may arise. 

2. That our Pastoral Relations Committee prepare a leaflet for the use of 

churches, to give suggestions to them as to the procedure in ordinations, in calling 
pastors, and in ways in which our Committee may be of help to them; and that 
the Association Council spread these leaflets among the churches of the Association, 
and help to make known to them the aims of our Committee for mutual helpfulness. 

3. That our Pastoral Relations Committee look after the Ministerial File to 

the end that all the ministers be represented in the file. 

4. That the file be kept at the State Convention office for the mutual help- 
fulness of Pastorless churches and churchless pastors. 

Thus with a new constitution, a new name, a new aim, and an enlarged com- 
mittee which includes laymen, we look forward to a year of increasing usefulness 

in the Kingdom. 
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The following changes in the ministry have taken place during the year: One 
has been ordained; seven have removed from the state; ten have been welcomed 
into the state; one has resigned without charge; and one has entered rest.

REPORT OF THE OBITUARY COMMITTEE, 

FOR THE YEAR 1937 

Rev. Thomas W. Garnett 

Rev. Thomas W. Garnett died at his home on Division Street, Ansonia. Bom 
in Virginia, he came to Ansonia from Washington over 40 years ago, and served 
for 12 years as Pastor of the New Hope Church, Danbury, before retiring. He 
leaves a number of nephews and nieces. 

Rev. William I. Cousins 

Rev. William I. Cousins died at the New Haven Hospital, November 12, 1936. 
Pastor of the Macedonia Baptist Church of Ansonia for over 14 years Rev. Mr. 
Cousins had a host of friends, and held the esteem and respect of the entire com- 
munity. Faithful and devoted in his work for the church, his pastorate here was 
one of unusual achievement. He was born at Charlotte Court House, Virginia, 
October 29, 1874. He was a graduate of the Theological Course of Virginia 
Union University in the class of 1914. In 1915 he became pastor of the Calvary 
Baptist Church, Haverhill, Mass., remaining there until 1922, when he came to 
Ansonia. He was Vice-President of the Connecticut Missionary Union. He is 
survived by his widow, three daughters and one son. 

Dr. Burton W. Lockhart 

Dr. Burton W. Lockhart was born at Lockhartville, Kings County, Nova Scotia, 
January 24, 1855, and died at his home in Manchester, N. H., February 13, 1937. 
He was one of three surviving members of the class of 1878, Dartmouth. Follow- 
ing his graduation he preached at Lockport for a year, and then continued his studies 
at Newton. He served six years as the pastor of the Second Baptist Church, Suf- 
field. Conn., then for five years was pastor of the Third Congregational Church, 
at Chicopee, Mass. He then went to the Franklin Street Congregational Church, 
Manchester, N. H., in 1893, serving there until 1921. Here he rose to a position 
of eminence as the outstanding preacher of the State. In 1921 he retired from 
the active ministry, remaining in Manchester as Pastor Emeritus. Dartmouth and 
Acadia both recognized his services with the degree of Doctor of Divinity. 
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Dr. Fred Elmer Marble 

Dr. Fred Elmer Marble, minister and author, died on March 26, 1937, at At- 
lantic City. His wife, the former Adeline L. Morris, who labored with him in 
mission work in India, was at his bedside. Dr. Marble was an authority on world 
travel. He was a graduate of the University of Rochester, and Rochester Seminary. 
He received his Ph.D. at Yale in 1897. He had also studied at Berlin University, 
He was ordained in 1890, serving churches at Wallingford, Conn.; Brattleboro, 
Vermont; and Cambridge, Mass. 

Dr. William Pendleton Chipman 

Dr. William Pendleton Chipman died in Hartford, February 28, 1937. He was 
born in Mystic, Conn., May 11, 1854. He was a graduate of Brown University 
and studied in Rochester Theological Seminary. He received the honorary degree 
of D. D. from Presbyterian University, South Carolina. He was ordained in Davis- 
ville, R. I., and had pastorates in Rhode Island, Massachusetts, New York, Maine, 
South Carolina, and in Essex and at the Olivet Church in Hartford, Conn. 

He was author of many boys’ and religious stories. He and Mrs. Chipman, 

nee Lillie Phillips, celebrated their 60th wedding anniversary January 23, 1937. 

Dr. Harold B. Camp 

Dr. Harold B. Camp, pastor of the First Baptist Church, Oakland, California, 

was called "Home” September 4, 1937. Dr. Camp was converted at Woodstock, 

New Brunswick. He was ordained at Waterville, Nova Scotia, June 22, 1922. He 
attended Acadia University and Newton Theological Institution, receiving the B. A. 
degree in 1923 and the degree of B. D. in 1925. While at Newton he served as 
pastor at Natick, Mass. In 1925 he became pastor of the Calvary church of 
New Haven, where he remained five years. Concerning that pastorate Dr. William 
Lyon Phelps of Yale said, "That Harold Camp has accomplished more in five 
years than many do in fifty.” Dr. Camp was a man of charming personality and 
remarkable gifts, and a good preacher. He was a member of the Board of Managers 
of the American Baptist Home Mission Society. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CONNECTICUT COUNCIL 
OF CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

This committee, "Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education,” 
has no work to do, so far as I have found, except to take notice of what others have 
done and report to it. This committee is not provided for in the By-Laws of the 
Convention, except under the general authorization of "Such other committees as 
may be found necessary may be appointed.” However, in the By-Laws a whole 
and separate article is given to the matter of delegates to the Connecticut Federa- 
tion of Churches, which has now become the Council. I suggest that if the mem- 
bers of this committee regularly be made the delegates of the Convention to the 
Council, then, the members of this committee would have something to do, namely, 
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attend the meeting of the Connecticut Council and serve on its committees. It has 
pretty much worked out that the members of this committee are delegates to the 
Council, but not necessarily so. 

This needs no action at this time, because both the committee and the delegates 
are appointed by the President, and, if he sees fit, he may take and apply this sug- 
gestion I have made. 

Your commimttee feels impelled to give one word of exhortation. Put the 
Council in your church budget. We have a standard of 1%, you may wish to 
give more or less. The essential is that each church give some definite amount. 
The Council cannot exist without this support. 

Plan to have one of the secretaries of the Council meet with your Board of 

Trustees, or whatever group has charge of the finance of your church. Take an 

half hour to learn about the remarkable variety and the indispensable worth of the 

work of the Council. The Council works quietly behind the scenes, it cannot take 
the spot light away from its constituent organizations. We are convinced that very 
few of the officers of Connecticut know its real value. 

And now for the Formal Report, which will be brief. 

The Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education has been a very 
effective instrument of denominational co-operation during the last year. The Con- 
necticut Baptist Convention has participated in this co-operation in the following ways: 

1. Through the Committee on Evangelism, and other committees, we co- 
operated in the state-wide Preaching Mission, which gave a new spiritual impetus 
to many of our churches. 

2. Through the Committee on Christian Education we have co-operated in 
such movements as Adult Education, Christian Youth Building a New World, 
and other interdenominational projects in Christian Education. 

3. Through the Board of Managers our Convention has co-operated, as in 
other years, in problems of comity and in studying situations where the federation 
of local churches seems to be indicated. The Board of Managers, through its secre- 
taries and committees, has also co-opetated in setting up this Joint Convention of 
twelve Protestant denominations which is meeting in New Haven at this time.

REPORT OF WOMEN’S BAPTIST MISSIONARY SOCIETY 

OF CONNECTICUT 
OCTOBER 14, 1937 

The year has been marked by several changes. When the New England Dis- 
trict was given up in the spring, it was necessary for our state society to adopt a 
new constitution, under which it is directly related to the National Boards. We now 
have Mrs. Arthur W. Brown, 1st. Vice President, in charge of Promotion work in 
the state, Mrs. Adrian L. Mulloy, 2nd Vice-President, and Mrs. Howard S. Palmer, 
3rd Vice President, whose duties respectively are to keep in touch with the Foreign 
and Home Missionaries, assigned to Connecticut. Each association has a 1st Vice- 
President, who carries on the promotion work in the association. 
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There have been resignations among our secretaries. We regret losing them, 
especially such devoted workers as Mrs. Payne, who has given over 33 years to the 
Literature Department, and Mrs. B. R. Gardner, who has developed the departments 
of Missionary Education and the Reading Program to their present position of im- 
portance; and the other women who have been equally faithful. We welcome with 
thankfulness, the young women who are stepping in to keep the line unbroken. 
Mrs. Harold Stead, New Britain, Recording Secretary; Mrs. Paul Marggraff, Wa- 
terbury, Reading Program; Mrs. Charles Turner, Danbury, Literature; Mrs. Herbert 
Hinton, Hartford, Christian Friendliness; Mrs. Willis Umberger, New London, 
Civics; Mrs. V. P. Bodien, Hartford, Student Counselor. 

A notable achievement of the year was the raising of ^7,072.62 in the gift- 
boxes, making a total of ^9,517.97 for the two years an "Over and above” gift 

from Connecticut, of ^517.99. 

In contrast with this record, we have to mention the loss of 100 subscriptions 

to Missions. There seem to be both gains and losses in many of the departments; 

(excepting the White Cross, which is always 100%) but a sustained increase in 

interest. 

Missionary Education. In Missionary Education there has been an increase in 
Schools of Missions and Missionary chairmen, but the other items reported are not 
so favorable, due perhaps, to inaccuracies in reporting. 

Encouraging news comes from the W. W. G. which, during its 21st year, has 

gone forward in every point. It has 514 members, has given ^800 to Missions and 

434 girls attended Rallies. 

Ten new C. W. C. Groups with a gain of 400 members give us renewed hope 
for the future. Two points to be emphasized this year are "Studying Missions,” 
"Swing To Missions.” Splendid programs on Peace are ready for the C. W. C. 

One of the most important gatherings of the year is our House Party, which 

was largely attended. Beside our own State leaders, we had as guest speakers. Rev. 

Herbert Judson White, Rev. Herbert .Hinton, Mrs. Walker from Northfield, de- 
votional leader. Miss Helen York, Missionary in Yuma, Ariz., and Miss Leah Hicks, 
a charming Indian girl from Keuka College. The theme, "Foundations and Houses”, 
was well handled. There was also some discussion of methods, but the special thought 
which ran through all the meetings and was emphasized by the speakers was the care 
and nurture of the soul, and the growth of the spiritual and devotional life, not of 
Christians in India or Africa, or the utter most-parts of the world, but of the men 
and women in the Baptist Churches in our own Connecticut, "Except the Lord build 
the house. They labor in vain that build it: except the Lord keep the city, — the 
watchman waketh in vain”.

Tthat Temperance Reform be frankly recognized as a difficult cause 
to arouse an active Christian interest upon, the reasons for which are 
many, such as the paralysis of hope and expectation in the face of 
one of the most ancient evils in the world; the love for managing 
one’s own habits; the fear of loss of friends, good times and social 
prestige by any voice of protest; the desire to pit one’s strength 
against temptation to discover the secrets of one’s own personality; 
the egoism that flares out in Exhibitionism; the vague, bland con- 
fidence that the indulgence that has invaded other homes and wrecked 
other happiness, will not invade and wreck our own; the economic 
and political interests involved that are sensitive to attack and even 
to touch; and most formidable of all, the prevalent materialistic and 
secular philosophy which ignores heaven and eternal life and avowedly 
sets forth to squeeze the last drop of pleasure, gain and satisfaction 
out of this life. A cause that is so beset by enemies should produce 
the re-action of deeper praying, more intense thinking, and more co- 
operation with temperance organizations that often are left in the 
cold outside the doors of the churches. 

that in the complex field of social action we desire our thinking and 
doing to be free of the power of both demagogues and re-actionaries. 
We believe the teaching of the Bible and the trend of history are 
both to the eflFect that the things that make life more abundant 
cannot be kept within the hands of the few, but are by divine ap- 
pointment to come to the multitude. This multitude seems often to 
the man of caste-spirit to be unwashed, ungroomed, unlettered, un- 
attractive, immature, with envy and without background, grasping for 
something it would not know how to use aright if the prize came 
within its reach. 

Who shall fill this ditch of temperamental as well as circumstantial 
separation between man and man in our good country; who shall 
deliver us from the body of this social death? We thank our God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord, who though He was rich yet for 
our sakes became poor, that we through His poverty might be rich. 
The Baptists, by history are a democratic people; and, reserving 
always the right of judgment as to the wisdom of one move or 
another, should not be afraid of the leading of their characteristic 
principle even into strange paths, if so be that God’s holy Spirit can 
be retained among us. 

that we express ourselves as opposed to participation on the part of 
the United States in wars that may be born out of foreign conditions 
and situations. So great a country, however, as is the United States, 
can never fulfil its destiny by a cold neutrality. Our country should 
seek ways to encourage other peace-loving and treaty-keeping nations. 
We sfjeak with caution as to means for making America’s conceded 
will toward peace heavy in the scale of international relationships, but 
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it would seem— the foundations of the modern world being so stron^y 
laid in economic considerations— that much might be done if trade 
and credit advantages were given with greater liberality to nations 
similarly minded to our own, and withheld from the trouble-makers 
of the World.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

A committee on evangelism is a proper and necessary part of our Convention 
organization and hence an annual report should have more than routine significance. 
Such a report should contain facts and figures pertaining to the work of evangelism 
among the churches, setting forth outstanding achievements by such local groups as 
have ventured far in this basic work of the Kingdom. Such a report should not only 
reflect the true situation as regards evangelism among the churches but also sound 
a note of optimism, and challenge every earnest disciple of Christ to become an 
enthusiastic witness to the saving power of Christ and thus be a propagandist for 
the principles of Christ’s Gospel in individual, economic and social life. 

If the facts were available, we feel sure that the record of the year would show 
many evidences of success and causes for encouragement. We regret that it has not 
been possible to include the figures covering our increase by baptism, letter and ex- 
perience but these will be included in the statistical tables of the Annual. Reports 
from the State workers and from many pastors reveal an earnest and serious effort 
to give first place to evangelism in the program of the local church. Several churches 
have been cheered with unexpected responses from members and from the com- 
munity. There is some discouragement, especially among the pastors of the smaller 
churches but faithful service is always rewarded. Seed sowing must precede a 
harvest and no genuine work of spiritual ministry is non-productive. "We shall reap 
if we faint not.” We must continue to render a faithful stewardship in the things 
of the Gospel and be willing to let God give the increase. 

The year has not been without significance in respect to evangelism. Many 
churches have engaged in some form of evangelism in connection with the Preaching 
Mission and report good results. The influence of the D. L. Moody Centennial ob- 
servance has had a wholesome and stimulating effect and many churches have held 
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special services in recognition of this great man of God in whose heart burned a hot 
flame of passion to save the lost. A goodly number of our Pastors attended the 
Conference on Evangelism, held -at East Northfield, in connection with this Cen- 
tennial celebration. Arrangements were made with the Department of Evangelism 
of the American Baptist Home Mission Society to have the report of this conference 
sent to each pastor. We commend it for careful study. 

The Committee met at Storrs during July and conferred with Dr. Walter 
Woodbury, Director of Evangelism of the A. B. H. M. Society, and considered 
pos.sible approaches and activities for the present season. These will be carried through 
during the coming months. The Committee also co-operated with the Director of 
Christian Education, Rev. Oscar P. Campbell, and the Committee on Christian Educa- 
tion in making the annual Storrs conference a success. 

We express the hope that every pastor in the State will give evangelism its full 
place in the program of the Church and that our evangelism be comprehensive, 
remembering that the securing of a decision for Christ is only a beginning. The 
new convert must be nurtured in the knowledge and grace of Christ and find some 
outlet of definite and positive service, including personal witness to the saving power 
of Christ. 

We commend the Forward Movement Program of the Denomination and feel 
sure that, if all the plans and suggestions which it contains pertaining to evangelism, 
are put into effect, the coming year will be one of great advance in increase, both 
materially and spiritually. The reclaiming of present inactive members and their en- 
listment in worship, giving and working are all a part of the evangelistic task. We 
will have bigger and better Baptist Churches when we consecrate ourselves to this 
central responsibility of the Christian stewardship of all of life.

This was the First Annual Ministers Retreat, held under the auspices of the 
Ministers Council of the Connecticut Baptist Convention. The theme of the retreat 
was "The Ministry of The Local Church.” ''

the president, Dr. E. Scott Farley, at 10:10 A. M. Devotions were conducted 
by Rev. Harley R. Nelson of Willimantic. The minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved. The following new brethren were welcomed into the council 
by Rev. J. N. Lackey: A. E. Couch, Deep River; H. L. Hanson, Eastford; R J 
Hanson, Danielson; E. Hains, Stamford; R. H. Ritter, Mansfield; H. W. Rogge 
Essex; and F. W. Tholen, Packer and Sterling Hill. 
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The annual paper was read by Dr. E. T. Settle, West Haven, who took for 
his subject: "Concentration.” In this busy time, when many demands are made 
on the time of the minister, he must concentrate on those things which are the 
very heart of his ministry and the unique contribution of the church. Discussion
